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COMMISSIONERS’. REPORT. 





Lo the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


-In compliance with the laws of New Hampshire, we pre- 
sent for your inspection our annual reports, together with the 
expenditures, receipts and other matters over which we have 
control. ‘The statements of other county officers for the year 
ending December 31, 1895; also, the report of the clerk of 
the county convention. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


There was in the hands of the county treasurer, January 
I, 1895, $27,026.70. While we have reduced this amount 
somewhat during the past year, yet we think the ordinary 
current expenses have not been as large as in former years. 
In our last report we assured the tax payers of the county 
that the taxes would be greatly reduced, and it gives us great 
pleasure to bring forward the fact that they ave been reduced 
fully one-third of what they were in years past. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The institution has been continued the past year under the 
immediate charge of Mr. and Mrs. Asa A. Whitman, who 
are well qualified for the responsible position which they hold, 
and words of praise come from every one who visits the farm, 
for the kind treatment and care that the worthy unfortunate 
poor receive at their hands, who are placed under their 
charge; also, for the best interest of the county. They have 
always been ready and willing to comply with any suggestion 
or advice of the commissioners. The sanitary conditions, as 
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we believe, are perfect. The health of the inmates during 
the year has been excellent, and there has never been a time 
since the formation of the the institution that such good health 
has prevailed there, as during the year just closed. 

The farm has been managed wisely and prudently, result- 
ing with a bountiful harvest of the various different crops, all 
of which have a tendency to largely reduce average cost per 
week of the inmates’ support. 

The buildings of the county we believe are in an excel- 
lent state of preservation. | 

We have been to much unexpected expense during the 
year in regard to heating the buildings at the farm, on account 
of the boiler being condemned by the insurance inspector as 
being totally unfit for use, and beyond all possible repairs, 
which placed us in a very embarrassing condition as to the 
course to take, it being so late in the season. But after due 
consideration and examination of various plans and devices of 
similar institutions, we decided to put in a larger boiler, one 
of sixty-horse power, capable of heating all the buildings, 
thus doing the work which has been required of two smaller 
boilers, and for this purpose, a new building was erected out- 
side of the main structure, with proper connections for heat- 
ing the cottage and almshouse, which is now working and 
giving entire satisfaction, and which will make the building 
more comfortable and warmer; doubtless with less cost for 
fuel. In connection with the boiler house, there are six 
rooms to be used as the house of correction, which will be a 
great improvement and more secure and accessible, as the old 
cells were in the third story of the almshouse. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 

The cost of outside poor away from the almshouse is on 
the decrease from year to year. Among the items may be 
mentioned the removal of several from the state asylum to the 
farm, thereby reducing the county’s expense about $600 with- 
in the last six months. The condition of the parties being 
such that they could be cared for as well at the farm as at the 
asylum. 
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The overseers of the different towns are more thoroughly 
convinced that the poor can be properly cared for at the coun- 
ty farm, in most cases, and at a decided less cost, and more 
comfortable, then they would be in private families where 
board might be secured. Although there are some cases in 
the larger towns that we think should be taken to the alms- 
house. And it is with pleasure that the commissioners ex- 
tend their hearty thanks to the overseers of the different 
towns for their codperation in assisting them in placing these 
unfortunates where they should be. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


After nine years of faithful service as jailer and master of 
the house of correction, Mr. and Mrs. Chapin saw fit to re- 
sign their positions, although they might have continued in 
that capacity had they wished. Their places were filled by 
Sheriff W. S. Tuttle and wife, who have filled the positions 
with much credit to themselves and to the entire satisfaction 
of the commissioners. Although the expenses of the jail 
have been in excess of last year, yet it has not been on 
account of an increase in running the institution. There has 
been an iron fence erected around the jail, at an expense of 
$900, by H. W. Hubbard, at a considerable lower margin 
than we could have had it done by Boston parties; also, put- 
ting in gas fixtures for lighting, which helped to make up the 
amount charged to the jail. 

The sanitary condition is first-class in every respect, and 
much credit is due Mr. and Mrs. Tuttle, with their assistant, 
for the wise management and care they have given. Every- 
thing is always found in perfect order, and cleanliness pre- 
vails throughout the entire structure.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for Cheshtre 
County : 

GENTLEMEN,—I herewith submit my report for the year 
1895. The farm has produced its usual good crops. I have 
sold to C. G. Britton 583 cans cream, at an average price of 
$1,096 per can, amounting to $639.50. I have received 
$84.20 for veal calves. The new pair of horses purchased of 
N. G. Gurnsey have proven to be a good working pair, and I 
am well pleased with them; and with the large amount of 
work that we have had to do on account of being obliged to 
build a new boiler house, we could not well have gotten along. 
without them. ‘The boiler inspector, having condemned the 
old boiler as late as October, has made it necessary to neglect 
some work on the farm that we might otherwise have done. 
We continued to use the old boiler until the new one was 
ready for use, but did not carry more than two pounds low 
pressure steam, (at other times having carried from two to 
eight pounds low pressure steam,) but the rooms were all kept 
comfortable day and night. We are now using the new boiler 
for heating all of the buildings, and I am pleased to say that 
the system of heating seems to be a complete success, and I 
anticipate no trouble in keeping all of the rooms as warm as 
may be desired, and at less cost than by using two boilers as 
has been done the past few years. By the use of the reducing 
valve now in use we shall be able to carry enough high pres- 
sure steam to run the pumps and engine, should one be in use 
later on, and at thesame time carry the desired number of 
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pounds low pressure steam on the radiators to give the best 
results. 

We are now fitting up the floor over the boiler and laundry 
rooms for the convict class of inmates, making a very good 
and desirable house of correction, thereby doing away with a 
very objectionable feature of the past and present of having to 
room the convicts on the fourth floor of the main building, and 
of being obliged to take them to and from their rooms through 
the house. : 

The new building being connected with the main  build- 
ing by an underground passage, running from the new to the 
old boiler room and basement, has made the connecting of the 
new steam pipes with the old, very convenient and thorough, 
and in the future there will be no trouble in getting at them to 
make any necessary repairs. The present coal cellar will be 
utilized to store the coal in the future, saving the expense of 
building a shed for that purpose, and of keeping it in repair. 
The time for doing all of this work has been short, as the com- 
missioners were not made aware of the condition of the old 
boiler until late in the fall, but they have acted with prompt- 
ness, and much credit is due them for the way in which they 
have faced the situation, and I think anyone looking over the 
new work and understanding the position in which the com- 
missioners were placed last fall, will say that the money ex- 
pended in providing a means of heating the buildings has been 
wisely and judiciously expended. 

There have been some smaller but much needed improve- 
ments made during the summer, one of them being the build- 
ing of a yard and summer house for that unfortunate class of 
inmates whose condition is such that unless such a place be 
provided, they could not be permitted to spend any part of their 
time in the open air and sun, and I trust that anyone at all 
familiar with this type of humanity will at once see the object 
in providing such a place and pronounce it an improvement. 
The sanitary condition of the institution has been improved by 
the much needed changes made in the water closets. 

Dr. Craig, as in the past, satisfactorily performs his duties 
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as attending physician. Mr. C. A. Tenney has continued 
with us as chaplain and has grown in favor with all, and any 
that have been sick and unable to attend services have not been 
forgotten by him, I wish to thank the East Westmoreland choir 
for their kindness in furnishing vocal and instrumental music, 
thus adding much to the interest of each service. The officers 
of the institution remain much the same as at the time of my 
last report. We-have received a larger amount of reading 
from outside than at any previous year of my services as super- 
intendent, and I am pleased to see the interest taken by friends 
of the institution, and [assure all that may have reading mat- 
ter of any kind that they would like to leave with us, that “it 
will be thankfully received and faithfully distributed to the 
inmates. I will append a few names of some that have thus 
remembered us. 

In closing, I wish to say that I am sure the commission- 
ers have manifested a thorough interest in the affairs of the 
institution, and especially so, so far as the comfort of the 
inmates is concerned. My association with them has been of 
the usual pleasant nature. There have been 30 admitted to 
the almshouse during the year, 17 discharged, 5 deaths. Re- 
maining January 1, 1896, 72, making 124 at the almshouse 
during the year, an increase of 16 over last year. 

The W.C. T. U. sent a lot of Christmas goods from 
_ Keene, Geo. H. Rossman, of Keene, a large box of toys and 
candies for Christmas, Frank G. Dort, a lot of perfumes for 
Christmas, J. D. Colony & Son, a copy of Cheshire Republi- 
can, as in the many years past, Mrs. Rugg, of Keene, a lot of 
flowers, Mr. and Mrs. Webb, of Chesterfield, a large lot of 
papers and flowers, Mrs. Geo. H. Crowningshield, box of 
pansies, Mrs. Clarence Cobb, of Westmoreland, Christmas 
presents. The above and any and all others not mentioned 
here will please accept our thanks for their kind favors.

GENTLEMEN,—1 herewith submit my annual report as 
physician to Cheshire county almshouse, for the year ending 
December 31, 1895. 

Exceptionally good health has prevailed during the past 
year. Noaccidents have befallen any of the inmates. As usual, 
in this institution, the interests of the inmates are carefully 
guarded, perfect sanitation and rigid cleanliness is maintained, 
combined with careful supervision of the various departments. 
The equipment to the institution of a new boiler with sufficient 
capacity to thoroughly heat all rooms in extreme cold weather 
will add a large degree of comfort to the patients. Many of 
the aged and feeble, and those mentally deficient and insane, 
who will not remain properly covered by clothing during the 
night, will be greatly benefitted. é 

A needed improvement has been erected in apartments to 
be used as a house of correction, situated over the boiler house. 
The apartment formerly occupied for that purpose was a dingy, 
ill ventilated set of rooms, which had not a redeeming feature 
about them and was unsatisfactory from every point of consid- 
eration, and had been condemned by the state board of charity. 

It affords me pleasure to report that the management of 
this institution still remains in the custody of Mr. and Mrs. A. 
A. Whitman. [I think no pains are spared by them to con- 
duct the affairs in a manner creditable to them and to the best 
interests of the citizens of Cheshire county. 
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Five deaths have occurred during the past year. 

In conclusion, I wish to express to Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, 
Mr. Robert L. Manley, Miss Glazier and Miss Belle Aldrich, 
my sincere thanks for their uniform kindness and desire 
to carry out in detail my directions for the care of the sick ; 
also the commissioners for their earnest effort of codperation to 
contribute toward the comfort and welfare of the unfortunate 
inmates.

I have the honor to submit the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1895. 

At the April term, 1895, Charles Stevens was indicted 
for larceny, and sentenced to three months in the house of 
correction; Perley A. Watkins, was also indicted for lar- 
ceny, but, on account of his age, sentence was suspended. 
At this term, the case of the state vs. Joseph H. Wright, in 
which the jury disagreed at the preceding term, was again 
tried and the respondent was found guilty. The case was 
resumed for the full bench, which sustained the verdict, and 
Wright was sentenced at the October term. Suits were 
brought at this term, upon bonds given in liquor cases, which 
at the October term, were settled after consulting with your 
honorable board. William Drury was indicted for breaking 
and entering in Westport, was sentenced to one year’s con- 
finement in jail. 

At the October term, John Fulton was sentenced to three 
years in states prison for horse stealing; Thomas Flanagan 
was indicted for an aggravated assault, but, as he had been 
confined in jail for many weeks awaiting trial, the case was 
marked not to be brought forward, except on motion, on the 
payment of costs. Indictments for minor offences, mainly 
violations of the liquor law, were found at both terms.

RECORD OF CHESHIRE COUNTY CONVENTION. 


Concorp, February 20, 1895. 
Pursuant to call, the Cheshire county convention met in 
Representatives’ hall, Wednesday, February 20, 1895, imme- 
diately after the adjournment of the morning session of the 
Legislature, twenty-two representatives being present. 
The following communication and recommendations were 
received from the county commissioners :

KEENE, January 23, 1895. 


The commissioners of Cheshire county beg leave to call 
the attention of the county convention to the financial condi- 
tion of the county as shown by their report. The county is 
free from debt, claims having been paid which were to have 
been discharged by future levies of taxes, and there is now a 
considerable surplus in the treasury. Ifthe tax granted for 
the year 1895 by the last convention should be levied, that 
surplus will be largely and unnecessarily increased. ‘This 
condition of the treasury has arisen mainly from the fact that 
it has been the practice of the commissioners to make recom- 
mendations, and the convention to grant taxes, for the two 
years following the year in which by law said conventions 
have met, whereby said recommendations and grants covered 
years so far in the future that it was impracticable to estimate 
with any degree of accuracy what amounts were necessary. 

The commissioners have already adverted to this matter in 
their report, but they ask to be allowed to refer to it again, 
and, to the end that the years for which the convention must 
grant taxes may be changed, as they believe they should be, 
they beg to make the accompanying recommendations for the 
years 1895 and 1896, which, they are confident, will amply 
suffice for all county expenses for these years. 

They respectfully inform the convention that about one- 
half the counties in the state are granted taxes on the basis of 
time last referred to, and as the change in the recommenda- 
tion and grant for 1895 will result in a lower rate of taxation 
for that year, it is hoped that the convention will, if possible, 
take proper means to bring about the desired result.
